And the best thing 
about this tantalizing roast is, that it tastes just as good as it smells. Pork 
is a primarily. winter dish, although to us it is good eating in almost any 
weather and provides a change from the summer salads. It’s economical 
too; there is probably less waste in a roast of pork than in any other cut. 
Perhaps you plan “pork” for the weekend and if so here is a. recipe you 
might like tq add to your cookbook: Roast Loin of Pork — Wipe meat, 
sprinkle with salt,, (allowing 1 tsp. for each pound) and pepper, place fat 
side up on rack- in open roasting pan. Sear 15 minutes in hot oven 500 
degrees F, Then reduce temperature rapidly to slow oven 300 degrees F, 
and cook until meat is tender (50 minutes to the pound). Serve with brown

Canada took ‘2,254 refugees during 
April, making the total resettled 
there 83,950, compared with Britain's, 
83,327. 

Australia took 1,772 during the 
month, and remains in second place 
with an over-all total of 131,080 re- 
settled. The United States leads 
with 176,377, and‘Israel is third with 
117,943. 

During April a total of 18,496 refu- 
gees, the highest monthly figure this 
year, went to new countries.

The act of Parliament that sets 
up the definition and administra- 
tion of Bang’s Free Areas was 
passed in March, 1949, and amen- 
ded in 1950. Under the present 
legislation the area set up here 
would be for compulsory vaccin- 
ation for a period of five years to 
be followed by a blood test at the 
end of that time, or such time as 
deemed practical by the Minister 
of Agriculture. During those five 
years, regulations dealing with the 
following would be in force: 


a. Compulsory <alfhood vaccin- 
ation. All vaccinated. calves would 


be ear tagged and certificates is-, 


sued for each ariimal. 


b. Branding of reactors found 
on private est. Privately tested an- 
imals during the five year vaccin- 
ation period that reacted would 
be branded “B” on the right jaw. 


c. No milk from reacting cattle 
or infected premises can be sold 
for human consumption unless 
pasteurized. 


d. Control. ‘over Auction Sales. 
No cattle could be sold by public 
‘auction without a permit.

THE "ARK ROYAL” RETURNS 

A tragic loss.to: Britain’s Royal 
Navy ovcurred on November 14, 
1950, when the 22,000 ton aircraft 
carrier “Ark Royal” was torped- 
ced by a U-boat in the Western 
Mediterranean.

This legislation is particularly 
designed to build up a resistance 
in cattle in any particular area at 
the least possible cost to the indi- 
vidual stockman .As well as build- 
ing up herds resistant to the dis- 
ease it also gives control over the 
spread of the disease and the spread 
of disease’ to humans through af- 
fected milk. 


If the. petition that was cir- 
culated early in June meets with 
a favorable response and over two- 
thirds of our cattle owners sign in 
favor, the MD Wainwright will be 
the first such area set out in the 
Province of Alberta. With the pre- 
sent nucleus of over 2000 head of 
vaccinated stock here, we -will 
have a good start on any other 
district and should result in a keen 
demand from other districts to buy 
breeding stock here. 


Vaccination work will be done 
for 75c per head. It will be the in- 
dividual farmers responsibility. to 
have the cattle in and have some 
method. of ‘holding’ the calves pre- 
ferably in a small chute so that 
work can progress as quickly as 
possible. The work will be organ- 
ized by districts and in most cases 
one man in the community will 
be delegated to’keep his neighbors 
informed of when the Vet will be 
ardund. There will be 5000 or more 
calves to vaccinate every fall so 
that _holdups are to be avoided.
